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Response to Amendment 

This is in response to the Amendment dated January 14, 2008. The text of those 
sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior Office 
Action. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9, 12-13 and 21-24, drawn to an electrolyte bath, 
classified in class 204, subclass 194. 

II. Claims 17-20 and 25-26, drawn to a method for electroplating a metal 
onto a surface in an electroplating electrolyte solution, classified in class 
205, subclass 183. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process such as an electroless or electrode-less process. 

The apparatus (machine/manufacture) as presently claimed (see Applicants' 
Remarks on page 15, lines 13-18, et seq.) does not positively recite any electrodes and 
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power source in its structure. Therefore, the apparatus as presently claimed can be 
used to practice another and materially different process such as an electroless or 
electrode-less process. 

Furthermore, Applicants' apparatus (machine/manufacture), i.e., an 
electrochemical plating (ECP) system 10, is described on pages 12-13, [0020] to [0031], 
and Fig. 1, which has a copper anode 16, a cathode 18 and a current source 12. The 
apparatus (machine/manufacture) as presently claimed is not an electroplating 
apparatus because it is absent such defining structures. The electrolyte bath as 
presently claimed is called a " composition " in Applicants' specification (page 1 1 , [0026]). 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 
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(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.
